We 
all know that in a poor farming com¬ 
munity the worn out land brings but 
poor returns, with little or no money 
to spend on good roads, good schools 
and good churches. The schools and 
the churches gradually become poorer 
until they cease to play any part in 
the moulding of the characters of the 
boys and girls of the community. 

The problem of the cotlntry was not 
the problem of the country people, 
but the problem of the whole nation. 
Because the highest welfare of our 
people depends on the farming com¬ 
munity. Other civilizations have 
perished through a movement to the 
city and the decadence of country life.

It^ 
has been felt that too little of the 
community business flows through 
local channels, with the result that 
great cities li)ce Calgary and Winni¬ 
peg have been built up at the expense 
of the rural communities. If we are 
to save our small towns-from further 
depletion and practical extinction a 
much larger percentage of the retail 
business of the community must be 
done at homo, and this can be accom¬ 
plished by the business man adopting 
up-to-date business methods and the 
farmer adopting a sympathetic atti¬ 
tude towards the merchant.' —• 

The community movement was 
established to meet the needs of a 
rural community. But we are finding 
that this get-together spirit is quite 
in evidence in the city. People every¬ 
where are learning to think together, 
plan together, play together and wor¬ 
ship together. 

'The Community Club presents a 
splendid opportunity. If such a club^ 
were organized in every school dis -1 
trict with a community council, it^ 
would provide a splendid medium for^ 
the development and enlightement of, 
public opinion. The people could thus 
inform themselves on the issues of the 
day, social economic, industrial and 
religious, and the club would become 
a clearing house for all ideas relating 
to the new social order. 

We in this country are confronting 
many pressing problems and the solu¬ 
tion of these problems -will wonder¬ 
fully extend the sway of the gospel 
of Jesus Christ, both at home and 
abroad. Let us apply ourselvel in .the 
spirit of prayer and common sense to 
the task before us, and whether we- 
succeed or not we shall at least have 
the satisfaction of kno-wrtng that we 
have done our gest in a most difficult 
field. 

At the evening service Rev. Mr. 
Brunton in a special sermon dealt 
with the wonderful faith and patience 
of the farmer. “There are people 
who say that the farmer is always 
grousing. ’The surprise is that they 
do not g^rouse more.

Members of Craft Attend Service at 
Union Church 


Fine Addressea Were Features of 
Splendid Event 


The Annual Service in connection 
with 'Vulcan Lodge, No. 74, A. F. 
& A. M., was largely attended by the 
members and their friends. 

The special music which was fur¬ 
nished by the combined choirs of the 
church was much appreciated by the 
brethern, th hymns and anthems being 
most suitable to the occasion. t 

Rev. Mr. Brunton, who preached the 
sermon, spoke at some length on the 
principles and tenets of masonery, 
which he said, united men of every 
country, sert and opinion. You have 
been taught to regard truth as the 
foundation of every virtue.- To be 
good and true is the first lesson 
taught in masonry. On this theme w.e 
contemplate and' by its dictates en¬ 
deavour to regulate our lives and 
conduct. So long as we are influenced 
by this principle, Kypocrecy and 
deceit are imknown among us. Sin¬ 
cerity and plain honest dealing should 
disting^uish every free and accepted 
mason, and the heart and tongue unite 
in promoting each other’s welfare and 
rejoicing in each other’s happiness and 
prosperity. 

The speaker drew many practical 
lessons from the life and work of the 
architect who was selected by King 
Solomon to draw out the plans and 
specifications and superintend the 
work of the firet building erected to 
the worship of the almyhty -^lod, and 
closed by strongly urging upon the 
brethern not to forget the duty- that 
they owe to the craft in general. Let 
us add to our faith virtue, and to 
virtue knowledge, to knowledge 
brotherly kindness, and to brotherly 
kindness, charity. Then we shall hand 
down something in our own generation 
to enrich the craft and manking in 
general. Systems may change. 


’The services in connection with 
U.F.A. Sunday were well attended by 
all sections of the community, the 
church being well filled both morning 
and evenijig. After devotional eer- 
vices, the pastor expressed his delight 
with the good jy^irit existing between 
the different sections of the commun¬ 
ity, due in a large measure to the 
activities of the Community Club and 
the broad minded spirit of the Mayor. 

Mayor Butchart, in a most timely 
address of welcome, spoke of the 
good relationship that has always 
existed between town and country and 
expressed the hope that this go^ re¬ 
lationship would continue to exist un¬ 
til we reach the goal of our dreams. 
The kindly feelings expressed by the 
Mayor were reciprocated by Mr. O. L. 
McPherson, M.LJL, president of the 
local association. 5 vho thought that 
Vulcan had set t^^pace for other 
Cpmmunities in this regard. Mr. 
McPherson dealt at some length with 
the work of the U.FA.., shoMring how 
the fundamental principles, of the as¬ 
sociation were in harmony -with the 
social teaching^ of Jesus Christ. 

Rev. Mr. Brunton paid a tribute of 
praise to the' women of Alberta, who 
were the real pioneers in the work of 
social- reconstruction. He believed 
that women as well as men have an 
interest in the church, the community 
and the Empire, as well as the duties 
of her own home. That the true 
woman was likely to be a better 
mother and a better trainer of men if 
she understood what the Work of the 
man is to be. 

No one can estimate the force and 
regenerating power of the Women's 
Institute.-' 'The farmer’s home is the 
centre pf his work, the head quarters 
of his operations. As some one has 
said, give" me possession of the farm¬ 
er’s home and I -will revolutionize his 
whole life and work. 

The Women’s Institute has a great 
mission to perform. They will do what 
farmers’ conventions can never do. 
We can see signs that the rural school 
and the rural church may be enlarged 
and uplifted by the farmer’s wife 
when the farmer himself has failed 
through indifference and neglect. 

The Women’s Institute is a com¬ 
paratively new organization in this 
-province, which is an attempt to bring 
women from the rural homes tog^ether 
for the purpose of discussing those 
matters relating to their own sphere 
of work. 

Mr. Brunton dealt with the rela¬ 
tionship between good farming and re¬ 
ligion.

body. The body should be kept in the 
very best condition if we d^re the 
mind to do its best, and the body for 
its best demands a le^tioiate amoipit 
of vic^rous exercise and interesting 
play. It is true there may be seeming 
exceptions, but the ordinary man had 
better not reckon upon being an ex¬ 
ception. One of the defects of our 
present school system is that while it 
recognizes somewhat the value of 
play, it still persists in the delusion 
that it is possible for healthy children 
to sit still for about five hours a day. 
It can’t be done, and the sooner we 
recognize the folly of expecting it, 
the sooner will we provide more ra¬ 
tional methods of dealing with young 
and growing children. An intermis¬ 
sion, rightly used, is not so much 
time wasted, but so much time gained. 
Again, play wrill help to develop a 
more natural type of religion. It is 
hard for a torpid liver to be anything 
but pessimistic, and it is hard for a 
healthy young person to be anything 
but optimistic. Faith and joy seem 
usually tot be somewhat intimately 
connected with fresh air and exercise. 
A good game makes religion seem 
more desirable. The religion of the 
open air, the religion of the fields and 
lakes and woods, the- religion of the 
hard-contested ball-field and the 
hockey cushion, is less jipt to be 
censorious, and critical, an(l peevis, 
than the religion which is wholly of 
the cloister. Both mentally and 
spiritually, men are better for keeping 
their muscles and lungs in vigorous 
working order. The Church Is reco¬ 
gnizing this and she is wise in so 
doing, and the religious life of the 
future^will be all the healthier and 
saner and all the purer the more 
clearly wo recognize that play has a. 
legitimate place in that life. 

Saturday Night: Hon. John Oliver, 
the picturesque Premier of British 
Columbia, when giving evidence be¬ 
fore the special parliamentary# com¬ 
mittee on freight rates in Ottawa the 
other day, gave expression to a feel¬ 
ing which is becoming pronounced 
west of the Rockies. In what was 
probably a moment of exasperation he 
declared if his province failed to 
secure justice in freight rates and 
other niatters, the severance of the 
I bonds of conferation was quite pos¬ 
sible. To quote his exact words: “No 
one will regret more than I if the si¬ 
tuation which has sprung up should 
lead to a severance of British. Colum¬ 
bia from Confederation or to a resprt 
j to brute-force. But that is the trend 
of the situation which it is my duty 
I to lay before you. No man, of coun- 
j try or province can with self-respect 
submit to a continuance of a grievous 
I wrong. “If we are denied justice in 
this matter and compelled to pay ex¬ 
tra rates for the use of the railroads 
for which we have contributed millions 
of acres of the lands of the province, 
we may have to resort to our pro¬ 
vincial powers of taxation as a 
weapon of defence. We are in earnest 
in this matter. This committee has a 
chance to remedy this wrong and 
bring about such a condition as will 
unite Canada once more into a har¬ 
monious whole.” The discrimination 
in freight rates by which British 
Columbia pays thirty-five per cent, 
more than the shippers in the prairie 
provinces is only one of the coast 
province’s grievances. Another is the 
alleged excessive cost of fire insur¬ 
ance. According to the Employers’ 
Association of Vancouver, the insur¬ 
ance companies have collected $8,000, 
000 excessive premiums in the past 
five years. The ratio of losses to 
premium for the past twelve years has 
been less than thirty per cent. The 
association claims that the enormous 
profit left over is being devoted to

By 
the same token it appears that itj 
would be a good thing if the delicate j 
human organism were periodically in¬ 
spected by physicians for signs of 
trouble. ' 

' This plan was advocated by Dr. 
Haven Emerson, of Columbia Uni¬ 
versity, in an address before the 
Michigan Medical Association last 
week. He asserted that it would pre¬ 
vent many serious cases of sickness 
and possibly death. Most persons 
probably will be willing to agrree that 
this is so, and yet at the same time 
wUl prefer to run the risk of sickness 
rather than submit to a medical ex¬ 
amination when they feel perfectly 
^ well. It -will take a long, patient 
campaign of education to induce the 
people to have themselves examined 
by a doctor two or three times a year, 
though it is becoming customary to 
kave the teeth inspected at regular 
intervals. 

Happily a start in the direction has 
been made in the medical inspection 
of school children. As the good re- 
sultp coming from this are recognized 
there will be more interest in the 
subject on the part of grown-ups. It 
may be that a generation hence the 
object at which -the physicians are 
aiming will be attained, and there will 
be fewer cases of persons learning on 
being examined for life insurance that 
they have diseasea of which they 
were, until then, imaware.

The convention of women’s insti¬ 
tutes held at Calgary was the most 
successful in the history of the or¬ 
ganization. Over 800 delegates wen 
in attendance. One of the rhw 
speakers was Hon. Geo. Hoadley, 
minister of agriculture, who explained 
the new status of the women's insti¬ 
tutes under the ammidments passed 
last session, and who declared the in¬ 
tention of his department to continue 
to aid the instituee in exending their 
effors. liie government in the new 
amendments, had merely made provi¬ 
sion for all women’s societies to have 
an opportunity of having extension 
work. The department, while it no 
longer would pay the expenses of all 
delegates of the institutes to the an¬ 
nual convention, had this year paid 
the expenses of the advisory board 
and provincial conventors of commit¬ 
tees. Mr. Hoadley said the advisdry 
board would be consulted whenever 
changes in legislation affecting the 
Institutes was in contemplation. Misk 
MacMillan, director of Extension 
Work, declared her desire to assist in 
furthering the work of the institutes 
and in assisting them as well as other 
women's societies in doing valuable 
community work.

Merchants Must Build “Backfire” 

The forest ranger and the prairie farmer have 
learned that they must fight with fire. They know 
that when the ^11 consuming forest or prairie fires 
are sweeping toward them their only hope of safety 
lies in the .“back fire.” By kindling and carefully 
controlling a fire of their own they force the bigger 
fire to bum itself out, finding no further fuel on 
which to feed.. 

Th^ merchants of the small cities and towns are 
learning that in waging their fight for existence they 
must adopt the tactics of the men of the West. The 
great mail order houses of the cities are the consum¬ 
ing flames which threaten to wipe out the retail 
merchants Of the small towns unless the la(tf|k real¬ 
izing their danger, take steps to remove the menace. 

The retail merchants, as a whole, are beginning to 
realize that they must fight fire With fire and that 
to save themselves they must build a “back fire.” 

Advertising is the weapon with which the mail 
order houses conduct their warfare on the retail mer¬ 
chants of the small cities and towns. The mail 
order houses do their advertising through their own 
catalogues and through certain publications which 
are known as mail order advertising mediums. A 
big mail order house spends hundreds of thousands 
of dollars merely on the preparation and publication 
of its bulky catalogues. 

BUSINESS BUILT UPON ADVERTISING 

The catalogue houses also spend thousands upon 
thousands of dollars in advertising in the mail order 
publications which look for their circulation to the 
people of the small towns and the rural districts. 

Advertising in some of these mediums costs as much 
as from $40 to $85 for a single inch, yet the mail 
order houses find it profitable to pay these high 
rates. Their business is built upon advertising and 
if they Were denied the use of the mails for their 
advertising for a single month their business would 
be destroyed. 

In advertising the local merchants find the only 
weapon with which they can beat the mail order 
houses at their own game, lliis does not mean ne¬ 
cessarily only newspaper advertising, although that 
is the big gun in the battery employed by the suc¬ 
cessful merchant In his battle for trade. Advertising 
is a big word and it covers a big field. There is no 
longer to be found the man who does not believe in 
advertising^ Every merchant believes in advertising 


of some sort. The placing of a display in a show 
window is advertising. The only difference between 
that kind of advertising and advertising in a news¬ 
paper is that where the one reaches dozens the other 
reaches hundreds. Attractive window displays are; 
of course, an important adjunct ef any retail store. 
They serve their purpose but this purpose is only to 
attract the attention of those who may ^ passing 
by the store. There are other forms of advertising,^ 
such as personal solicitation, but printed Inatter must 
always continue to be the chief reliance of merchants 
in attracting customers to their stores. 

ADVERTISIING BEGETS CONFIDENCE 

The buying public has learned that the store which 
takes the people into its confidence through its ad¬ 
vertising is the one in which it may expect to get 
the best bargains and the most satisfactory treat¬ 
ment. It knows that the store Which advertises con¬ 
sistently and regularly has the best and most up-to- 
date stocks because this store sells its goods more 
rapidly than the one which does not advertise, and, 
therefore, is not forced to carry over old stock from 
one season to another. ’The public knows that the 
store which advertises can place lower prices <m its 
goods because it turas over its stock oftener than the 
store which does not advertise and therefore does 
not have its capital tied up in slow-moving mer¬ 
chandise. 

The mail order house does not get its business by 
merely letting the public know that it has dry goods 
or hardware or groceries er some other commodity to 
sell. It creates a demand for its/^oods by placing in 
its catalogue attractive pictures and detailed descrip¬ 
tions of the articles which it has to sell. TKe lure of 
the mail order catalogue lies in the fact that the 
merits, or alleged merits, of the merchandise offered 
are placed before the prospective purchaser in the 
most graphic manner. The local retail merchant has 
the same opportunity to do this that the mail order 
houM has and can do it much more effectively than 
the mail order house can. The retail -merchant can 
talk to the people of his community through his home 
newspaper and that is something which the mail or¬ 
der houses as a rule cannot do, for .the local news¬ 
paper through a sense of loyalty to their commun¬ 
ities and their home merchants will not accept the 
advertising with which the mail order houses would 
flood them if they had the opportunity.

From 
ten to forty-four are the reports of 
the number killed. 

Portag^e La Prairie was the center 
of a terrific storm on June 28, which 
occasioned heavy losses to churches, 
hotels and other '-buildings. ’The 
C.P.R. tracks were washed away, tele- 
grraphic communications between the' 
east and west was cut off. ’The storm 
was quite general through Manitoba 
and two million dollars worth of dam¬ 
age was done. Portage La Prairie 
looked as if it had been dynamited.

The Drought Area Relief Act has been passed to enable 
persons residing in certain areas of Southern Alberta and 
their creditors to adjust their accounts, and to prevent the 
dissipation of the resources of needy residents by a multi¬ 
plicity of action and other legal proceedings. 

Any person who has been resident and actively engaged 
in farminu operations in such draught area for at least one 
year prior to January Ist, 1922, and is still resident and en¬ 
gaged in farming can come within the provisions of the Act. 

The duty of the Commissioner is to endeavor to adjust 
matters between residents in the said area and their creditors 
so as to provide for the satisfaction of just claims. 

Any resident farmer within the drought relief area, or 
any creditor of such resident farmer, can apply to the Com- 
Biissioner for an inquiry into and an adjustment of his 
affairs. 

It is recommended that applications be forwarded at once, 
as if there is any delay the detail work necessary in the ad¬ 
justment of each account cannot be completed in time after 
the crop is harvested. 

Any resident farmer, or creditor, failing to make appli¬ 
cation before August 16th next does so at his own risk as it, 
may not be possible to get the necessary help^and complete 
enquiries after that date. 

Applications for such relief, and to come under the pro¬ 
visions of the Act, should be made at once, in writing, to the 
Commissioner, Drought Area Relief Act, 320 Lougheed 
Building, Calgary, se that steps can be taken to make the 
aecessary enquiry.

The appeal of the soda fountain is 
attributed by some to the fact that 
the public, deprived of alcohol, natur¬ 
ally craves sugar in some form.
